HERBERT HOOVER 
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MARRIAGE DOCTRIN 
STUDIED BY EPISCOPALIANS 


Joint Commission Instructed to Look Into Catholic 


Practice of Annulment Wher No Valid Mar- 
riage, According to the Ecclesiastical 
Law, Had Been Contracted. 


Washington, Oct. 26.—The Catholic 
sosition on marriage and divorce re- 
seives very definite ettertion in the 
report made to the General Convent- 
‘on of the Protestant Episcopa! Church 
here by the joint commission appoint- 
ed at the last general meeting to 
study the “Whole Problem of Divorce 
—Its Condstiqns and Causes.” Treat- 
ing of the problem of making effective 
the Christian ideal of marriage, the 
report says that “One of the most 
common suggestions in this line is to 
make marriage indissoluble as does 
the Church of Rome.” 

In a summary of the commission's 
work, which appears at the very be- 
ginning of the report, it is held that 


“one of the first responsibilities of | 
the Church is to hold up the ideal of | 
marriage presented by Christ Himeelf, | 
viz: the life-long union of one man, 


with one woman.” This ideal, it adds, 
is based on the physical and spiritual 
laws of human society. 

Resolution Adopted 


The following resolution was offer- 
ed: 

“Resolved, the House of 
concurring That this Commission be 
continued with the understanding that 
it cooperate with other agencies, to 
secure a scientific study of the whole 
subject of marriage and divorcee, in- 
eluding the study of the mora! and 
religious factors; and that the Com- 
mission study and rep-rt to the next 
Convention, first on the ecclesiastical 
and Canon law of this Church in re- 
lation to marriage, and second, on the 
relation between civil and religious 
marriage, and for the purpose of 
making these special studies the Com- 
mission have power to add to its num- 
ber.” 

Later, where the findings are given 
more in detail, the report reads, in 
part, as follows:

[but as to the methods by which this 
'ideal may be realized. 

“The most widely recognized method 
is that of the Roman Catholic Church 
which although it recognizes annul- 
ment, holds that Christian marriage 
is absolutely indissoluble, till death; 
and this is to all intents and purposes, 
the ideal held by our own Church, ex- 
cept where adultery is clearly proved; 
and there are many who feel strongly 
that even this exception should be re- 
moved. They are convinced that the 
Church must take an uncompromising 
attitude toward divorce if the Chris- 
tian ideal is to be made effective. Your 
Commission was urged to make some 
definite pronouncement along this line, 
and considered a resolution reaffirming 
the position taken at the Lambeth 
Conference in 1920 which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Our Lord's principle and standard 
of marriage is a life-long and indis- 
soluble union for better, for worse, 
by one man with one woman to the 
‘exclusion of all others on either side.’
